: historical aspecta to ba found in Frederick Saunty. lging at the head of the 
famous Shenandosh Valley, 45 miles equidistant from Vashinion and Baltimore, 16 
has been a traffic artery between Washington and Pennsylvania for much economic and 
military travel. Birthplace and residence of Governor Thomas dJebnsen, Chief dustice 
Roger Taney, Rear Admiral Schicy, Francis Scott Key and Barbara Fritchie, and the 
meeting place for Benjamin Franklin, Georges Vashington, General Sraddock and other 
notables. It carries scars ami mementoss of the Revolutionary and Civil Vere and 
nearly every commmity is related to seme historical personage or avant. Settled 
for 200 yeara, its economic and social orgenimation is well stabilized end its 
agricultural economy established in a definite pattern.

A, The Cuiturel Heritage 


The settlement of the area now included in Praderick Couity actually 
begen at the tidewater regions of the Potumas River in 1680. Settlers 
gradually pushed their way up the Potomac Valley and by 1732 had branched 
off from the Potomac into the valley of the Menceacy River, which tra- 
verses the county. Wout of thease setiisrs were of English or Irish 
descent and were stimulated by Lord Esltimore's offer of fertile land 

at 4 shillings per acre. The first settlement of these immigrants 


‘ covered the southern helf of the county stepping seproximetely 15 miles 
above the present site of Frederick, the county gest. 


At the same time German end Dutch luaigrsotsa from Pernsylvania were 
epecdily settling im wha is now tie northern half eof the county, and 
in 1736 had already established » Lutheren church, the seeond German 


ehurch to be organized in the Uiited States. Between 1732 and LT76 many 
more Germans end Deutch migraced directly from Yaltdmore and the Heat inte 


the county without passing through the intermediate stop in Pennsylvania. 


The English system of large estates wa follows in the southern portion 
of the area; Lord Carroll oming cone of 6,000 and Patrick Dulaney another 
of 5,000 acres, including the site of the present, county seat. Tt wae, 
therefore, normal that when the county seat wag selectes and laid out 

in 1745, it should be named Fredevick, for the son of Lord Baltinore,
